“DRY” AMENDMENT 
URGED BY PROHIS

Effort Will Be Made to At- 
tack Wartime Prohi Rider 
Before House Passes Bill 
Today. 


COMPROMISE ON BILL 
EXPECTED IN SENATE 
It Now Seems Probable 
That the Food Control 
Legislation Will Be Ready 
for Conference by July 1.

Washington, June 
Passage of the food control bill by the 
house is now cleafly indicated. Esti- 
mates made today gave not more than 
fifty votes in opposition. All the Geor- 
gia members will support the bill 
which is deemed so essential by the 
president. 

In the senate it seems likely that a 
compromise will be reached. Both 
Senators Hoke Smith and Hardwick 
are at the present time fighting the 
measure.

prohibition amendment to the food 
control bill. Representative Webb, of 
North Carolina, one of the most active 
prohibitionists in congress, proposes to 
authorize the president to take over all 
existing stocks of distilled spirits for 
denaturization and use in making muni- 
tions. : 
Webb on Bry Amendwent.- - 

Speaking of his proposed amendment 
Representative Webb said: 

“We are going to give the president 
the power in this food bill further to 
prohibit-the manufacture of foods and 
foodstuffs into alcoholic liquors. There 
is in existence in this country hundreds 
of millions of gallons of whisky, con- 
taining a large percentage of alcohol 
and I propose to offer an amendment 
giving the président the right to com- 
mandeer so much of this whisky ag is 
necessary to redistill into alcohol for 
munitions, hospital uses, science, etc. 

“If the bill passes as I propose to 
amend it, we will not only have pro- 
hibition against the useless destruction 
of food products in the manufacture 
of alcoholic liquors, but will also tre- 
mendously reduce the present stocks 
of whisky by taking over a large pro- 
portion, if not all, the stocks on hand. 

“This will materially conserve the 
food supply and will lessen drunken- 
ness.“ 

Representative Thomas M. Bell. of 
Georgia would amend the bill to pro- 
vide for the creation of a commission 
with Herbert C. Hoover as chairman. 
He thinks that plan would have many 
elements of advantage over lodging 
this great power in a single individual, 
gince every section of the country and 
its particular industries would be rep- 
resented by one with personal knowl- 
edge of their needs. 

“This is a drastic measure, I rea- 
lize,” safd Mr. Bell, but these are 
war times and wars cannot be won by 
pussy-footing methods or by attend- 
ing debating society discussions.” 

Compromise Likely in Senate. 

Except for the prohibition drive 
nothing was in sight tonight to pre- 
vent passage tomorrow in the house 
and the outlook for quick action in the 
senate was considered good. 

Promising plans for compromises on 
disputed points in the senate caused 
Chairman Gore, of the agriculture 
committee, and Senator Chamberlain,

CITY MUST CORRECT 


DEFECTS IN SEWERS 


Finance Committee Be- 
lieves $22,000 Must Be 
Spent to Repair Construc- 
tion Alleged to Be Faulty. 


Atlanta must spend approximately 
$22,000 on its three sewage disposal 
plants at once to correct alleged de- 
fects in original construction or spend 
thousands, of dollars later. 

This was the opinion of six members 
of the finance committee of council aft- 
er an inspection tour made Friday to 
the Peachtree creek and Entrenchment 
creek disposal plants. 

C. C. Honmon, chemist in charge of 
the plants, explained the situation and 
the seriousness of probable damage, and 
outlined the operation of the plants in 
detail. 

The members of the finance commit- 
tee making the tour were: Aldermen 
Steve R. Johnston, J. R. Seawright, 


Jonas H. Ewing, N. T. Spratt and Coun- 


cilmen J. R. Nutting and J. C. Little. 

Chief Henry Collier, of the department 
of public works, and Chief John Jent- 
zen, of the sanitary department, accom- 
panied the finance committee on the 
tour. 


Washing Away Supports. 


At the Peachtree creek plant Mr. 
Honmon showed to the committeemen 
the danger of faulty construction. He 
pointed out that one-half of the sew- 
age treated at the plant is shot in a 
half-treated state into a pipe to the 
outlet into Peachtree creek, the pipe 
running underneath a $70,000 acre-field 
of filtration beds. The high rate at 
which this water is traveling ig grad- 
ually undermining and washing away 
the supports of this bed, and already 
it appears that shrinkage at one end of 
the bed is taking place. The entire fil- 
tration bed will be ruined if the water 
pipe gives way. At least $2,000 is need- 
ed to build ‘a new line for this water, 
and the finance committee is in favor 
of giving this money at once, 

Mr. Honmon further pointed out that 
the beds for slowing down the sew- 
age to slow enough speed to allow 
the sand in the sewage to settle be- 
fore the sewage is turned into the 
Imhoff filtration beds, should not be 
at the sewage disposal plants, but from 
three to four miles nearer the city. The 
sand is gradually wearing away the 
main trunk sewers, and in some places 
already the sand has worn dangerous 
places in these big trunk sewers. By 
taking away the sand from the sew- 
age when it comes from the city’s 
street sewers at the point where they 
empty into the big trunks, the continual 
grinding in the big trunks will be done 
away with and the life of the big trunk 
feeds to the disposal plants prolonged 
indefinitely. Otherwise the grinding 
sand may ruin them, and it will cost 
thousands of dollars to rebuild them, 
as they cannot be repaired. 


Would Prevent Wear. 


Sewage as it flows through the 
city’s sewers travels at a rate of about 
five feet per second. In the sand- 
catching troughs it is necessary to slow 
the rate of speed down toabout one foot 
per secohd. This permits the sand to 
settle in the bottom of the troughs 
where it can be removed, but the rate of 
speed is not sufficiently slow to allow 
the animal and other matter in the sew- 
age to settle. By placing the sand- 
traps three miles away from the plants 
the wear and tear on the big trunks 
would be saved, while the animal and 
bacteria matter in the sewer would be 
carried on to the plant to be disposed 
of through the regular plant channels. 

The finance committee expressed it- 
self as favoring immediate changes as 
recommended by Mr. Honmon, and it is 
likely that a special meeting of this 
committee will be called in a few days. 

Mr. Honmon estimates that the cost 
of re-locating the sand traps for the 
Proctor creek plant and the Peachtree 
creek and Entrenchment creek plants 
will be $20,000.

FURIOUS FIGHTING 
BETWEEN FRENCH 
AND THE GERMANS 


Kaiser’s Troops Deliver 
Violent Attacks in Several 
Sectors, But They Are Re- 
pulsed With Heavy Losses 


RUSSIAN GUNS THuNDFR 
IN GALICIA AND VOLHYNIA 


Bombardments May Be Pre- 
lude to Commencement of 
Infantry Activity — B a d 
Weather Hampers British 
in France. 


New Tork. June 22.— (By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Das.) — The French and Germans in 
the region north and northeast of Sois- 
sons and in several sectors in Cham- 
pagne have been engaged in furious 
fighting for two days with varying 
results, while in the eastern theater 
in Volhynia and Galicia the Russians 
are using their guns against the Aus- 
tro-German lines in bombardments 
which may prove the prelude to the 
commencement of infantry activity. 

On the Britjsh line in France bad 
weather has brought the operations of 
General Haig's army almost to a 
standstill, except for bombardments, 
which are being reciprocated by the 
Germans, patrol reconnaissances and 
aerial operations. Likewise in the 
Austro-Italian theater the offensive of 
the Italians, which was resumed Wed- 
nesday on the front southeast of Trent, 
has slackened materially in intensity. 
On the other fronts only minor en- 
gagements have taken place. 


VIOLENT ATTACKS - 


MADE BY GERMANS 

| Having lost back to the French the 
trreater portion of the trenches they 
had captured in the vicinity of Vauxail- 
‘lon, the Germans to the east of this 
‘region have delivered violent attacks 
along a front of about a mile and a 
Quarter, extending from Epine Chev- 
regny to La Royre farm. Again pick- 
ied troops in large numbers were used 
in the assault and again, as before 
Vauxaillon, the French guns inflicted 
heavy casualties on the Germans, driv- 
ing the assaulting waves back into 
their trenches, except in the center, 
where, after repeated attempts, the 
forces of the German crown prince 
entered a French salient. 

In Champagne southeast of Moron- 
villiers, according to the Berlin war 
office, the Germans in a surprise at- 
tack conquered a French position, but 
the French later in counter attacks re- 
gained a portion of it. Near Carnillet 
the French , penetrated the German 
line, but were unable to consolidate 
the position owing to heavy counter 
attacks. 5 

Disorders again have broken out 
among the sailors of the Russian Black 
sea fleet at Sebastopol. They are re- 
ported to be connected with the retire- 
ment of the commander of the fleet 
and propaganda by reactionists. The 
trouble is not believed to be serious. 


GERMANS ATTACK 
ON FRENCH FRONT, 
BUT ARE REPULSED 


Paris, June 22.—After violent artil- 
ery preparation last evening the Ger- 
mans attacked the Teton height. To- 
day's official statement says they 
penetrated advanced French posts, but 
were ejected after sharp fighting. 

The statement follows: 

“South of La Fere we penetrated 
the German lines in the region of 
Beautor. and brought back prisoners. 

“The artillery fighting was contin- 
ued east of Vauxaillon and was ex- 
tended during the night south of Fi- 
lain and north of Braye en Laonnis, 
where it attained extreme intensity. 

“In Champagne at 11 o'clock last 
night after severe artillery prepara- 
tion the Germans attacked our 
trenches on Teton height and east of 
this position on a front of 400 meters. 
The enemy succeeded in penetrating 
advanced positions, but was driven 
out after a spirited engagement. We 
regained all our positions, 

A surprise attack by the enemy 
near Renieres wood in Lorraine was 
without result.” 

Heavy attacks by the Germans 
north of the Aisne have been repulsed 
by the French troops with severé cas- 
ualties, according to the official com- 
munication issued tonight. In the at- 
tack, which was along a front of about 
11% miles, the Germans only at one 
point succeeded in penetrating the 
French trenches. The communication 
says: 

On the Chemin des Dames the bom- 
bardment of our positions to the south 
of Filain and in the region of Brays-en- 
Laonnois continued up to this morning 
and was followed by a series of very 
violent attacks on a front of more 
than two kilometres, extending from

AMERICAN SHELLS 


RAINED ON U Solf 


German Submarine Badly 
Damaged and Probably 
Sunk in Battle With U. S. 
Vessel. 


An Atlantic Port, June 22.—An Amer- 
ican steamer which arrived here 
ballast today from a British port had 
a thrilling encounter on June 4 with 
a German submaripe after the enemy 
boat had fired a torpedo at her which 
hit, but failed to explode. The sub- 
marine was badly damaged by the fire 
of the steamer’s gun crew and dis- 
appeared after her periscope was shot 
away. 

The steamer’s captain saw the wake 
of the submarine’s torpedo and after 
the impact ordered his crew to the 
boats. The submarine submerged, evi- 
dently believing that the shot had its 
intended work. 

The captain, the first and second 
officers and boat swain mates of the 
gun crew remained on board the steam- 
er. When the toypedo was seen to have 
failed to score the crew was ordered 
back from the boats and the submarine 
reappeared. The bluejackets went to 
the four-inch guns fore and aft and 
¢ired rapidly. The submarine, accord- 
ing to the captain, came head-on full 
speed and then stopped, which interfer- 
red with the range of the American 
gunners. 

When 600 yards from the steamer, the 
captain said, one of the shells from 
the steamer hit the submarine and she 
submerged. As she came up a second 
shot tore away her periscope and an- 
other exploded on her turtle back. 
Nineteen shots in all were fired by 
the steamer. The crew said that light 
blue smoke rose from the stern of the 
submarine as it went down. 

The captain said he remained in the 
vicinity of the enemy craft for two 
hours, but she failed to reappear. He 
said he was not certain that the sub- 
mraine was sunk, but was certain that 
her periscope was shot away and her 
deck marked. The gun crew and wire- 
less operator declare that there was 
no doubt that the boat was sunk. 

Story of Wireless Man. 

In a story written by the wireless 
operator on the steamer, hé said: 

“We discharged our cargo at Liver- 
pool and sailed June 1. We were run- 
ning at nights without lights. 

We saw a submarine June 4. One 
British ship sent a signal of distress, 
which we picked up. She reported she 
was attacked by a submarine. The 
British ship was exchanging shots with

submarine had submerged. i 
heard S O. S. from another Brit- 
ish vessel. She reported she was being 
attacked by a submarine. She was 
fighting at close range. After twenty 
minutes of hard fighting the submarine 
again submerged and the steamer wire- 
less said she was not damaged. 

“We could plainly see the shells from 
these British yessels as they dropped, 
but could not see the submarines. 

- “We were on a zig-zag course and 
making full speed when the lovkout 
sighted an empty lifeboat.

‘hard starboard. We swung off. The 
torpedo struck us on the port side a 
glancing blow amidship right near the 
engine room. Our ship was empty and 
we all thought the torpedo had ex- 
Ploded from the ‘terrific noise. The 
ship’s whistle blew short and succes- 
sive blasts, which was signal to aban- 
don ship and man the lifeboats. 


Signal of Distress. 


“I then sent out a signal of distress 
which was picked up by the second 
British steamer previously attacked. 


After the lifeboats had been launched 
the captain, who had remained on the 
ship, tound the torpedo had failed to 
explode. All hands were then ordered 
back on ship. We were lying perfectly 
still for at least an hour. 

“When the commander of-the subma- 
rine saw our crew climbing up on deck 
he gave up. his chase for two other 
British merchant ships and started for 
us again. The submarine was about 
2,000 yards off our starboard beam. The 
gun crews scrambled to the deck and 
the chief gunner gave them their 
ranges from the bridge. 

“When about 600 yards off our star- 
board quarter a shell from our forward 
gun hit her and she submerged. Again 
she appeared and our after gun hit her 
and blew away her periscope. Another 
shot from our forward gun fell right 
on top of her. There wag a shower of 
black specks, which rose high in the 
air, followed by a great commotion, 
bubbles of water and a light blue 
smoke arising from the stern of the 
U- boat, where a second before had been 
the eyes of our enemy. Nineteetn shots 
in all were fired. 

“Our crew, which was lined up 
against the starboard rail watching the 
battle, gave a hearty American cheer 
when the submarine disappeared.” 


DUTCH STEAMER 


SUNK BY U-BOAT. 

New York, June 22.~-The Danish 
steamship Crion, of 1,848 tons gross, 
was sunk by a German submarine June 
4 in the North sea, according to of- 
ficers of a Dutch ship which arrived 
here today. The officers said they picked 
up the crew of the Crion at sea a few 
hours after their vessel was sent to the 
bottom, and landed the men at a Nor- 
wegian port.

“It is difficult for us as a nation to 
grasp the meaning of that statement, 
but all over this country thousands are 
feeling the pinch of want. Increasing 
prices for the necessities of life have 
made thousands of families alter family 
customs. 

“The food pirates have for months 
been diligently profiting through the 
needs of the people. Speculation has 
forced prices and food riots have al- 
ready happened in this rich country. 
Today speculators are trying to buy up 
crops before the plants are out of the 
ground. Should our government fail 
to establish control before crops move 
to the elevators and markets, the suc- 


cess of the war and the cause of human 
freedom for which the allies content 
will be imperiled. 

“Legislation is pending in congress 
to give us agencies to control the food 
situation. It is not to establish a food 
dictatorship, but to provide a way for 
food administration. Of course, it is 
realized that a law such as is proposed 
is a wide departure from our American 
eonception of governmental functions.

The differences between property own- 
ers and the city over the building of 
the new city auditorium at First and 
Cherry streets has been adjusted and 
work on the new structure will pro- 
ceed, a distance from the Cherry street 
curb line at which to build the audi- 
torium having been agreed on.

The legislature of Georgia is going to be

Without letting the merits of the t 
ing law as a general proposition enter into 
it, the proposal of a temporary suspension 
of the act has much to commend it at this 
time when every unit of national energy is 
being expended upon the business of wag- 
ing war and when every citizen and every 
agency within the nation is being mar- 
shaled to the needs of the hour and the 
national defense. | 

The demands upon the railroads of the

dountry never were greater than they are 


now, and they will be increased more and 
more as the work of concentrating the pro- 
posed vast fighting forces goes on. It is 
becoming, then, increasingly important that 
the carrier lines be prepared and permitted 
to perform capacity service — which they 
have signified their more than williggness 
to do. 

Discussing the proposed ‘puspesiolon act, 
the Savannah Morning News, in a recent 
issue, said editorially:

ACID FOODS. 3 
‘Pacwdo-actentitic “food 8 peo- 
ple who lay down a sort of blanket diet for 
each disease by title, and contented sub- 


jects of “rheumatism”—whatever that may 


be — gout“ — whatever that may not be 
“acid dyspepsia” — whatever that 
may indicate —harbor the delusion that cer- 


tain fruits which contain acid should not 


de eaten, because such acids make the blood 


more acid or less alkaline than it should 


be in health. ' 
For example, does the citric 4 in lem- 
ons, oranges and other fruits render -the 
blood less alkaline? No. These acids com 
bine with potassium and sodium and enter 
the blood as citrates of potassium or sodi- 
um, which are alkalies. They are oxidised 
to a certain extent in the body, becoming 
carbonates, which are alkalies. Therefore 


lemon juice renders the blood less acid or 


rather more alkaline, for blood is never 
acid in life; also they render the kidney ex- 
oretion less acid (it is normally acid), and 
prescribes fruit 
acids for this very purpose—the modern phy- 
sician, I mean. | 
The whole conception of “acid” foods and 
“acidity” of the blood is based upon ig- 
norance of the physiology of assimilation 
and nutrition. It is plausible, to the lay 
mind, that a strongly acid fruit like the 
lemon would naturally increase. an imag- 
inary acid state of the blood! But the blood 
never becomes acid in life. Its degree of 
alkalinity varies with different states of 
health, and modifications of diet unquestion- 
ably do influence the alkalinity of the bl 
But the exclusion of acid fruits from the 
diet of invalids who happen to have joint 
disease is futile and sometimes harmful, be-

cause these fruits increase elimination from 


Kidneys and skin and so serve to rid the 


body of various toxic or poisenous products 


,which might aggravate joint disease. 


Tomatoes, too, are avoided by. some in- 
valids who imagine they make the blood 
acid or cause cancer or for some other non- 
sensical reason. The truth is that toma- 
toes are healthful 9 and perfectly 
a though very inferior food 

The type of foods which riggs A tend to 
decrease the alkalinity of the blood (and 
increase the acidity of the urine) are the 
proteins—meat, egg, fish, and in smaller de- 
gree cheese, milk, and the vegetable pro- 
eins.

GEORGIA. PENSIONS 
SHOW BIG INCREASE 


= 


State Pernision Commissioner J. W. Lindsey 
has submitted to the governor his annual re- 
port, showing that the pensions for 1917 
made a material increase over the year be- 
fore, and that there will likely be necessary 
another increase in 1918. : 

The pensions total for 1917 was $1,122,- 
307.31, which was an increase of $107,063.64 
over the total of 1916. The amount that will 
be required to meet the rolls in 1918 will 
de $1,202,560, which will be an increase of 
$80,253 over this year, or an increase of 
$187,063 in two years. The amount to be 
required to meet the rolls in 1919 will be 
$1,242,000, or $40,000 more than will be re- 
quired for next year; an increase. of $120,000 


„Over the payments of this year, or an in- 


crease in three years of $227,000 in the pen- 
sioh fund since the last general appropria- 
tions bill was passed by the legislature. At 
that time the pensioners will be getting $90 
a year each. 

Captain Lindsey shows in his report that, 
in 1917, the department paid 17,463 pension- 
ers. Of this number the first increase of $10 
on each pension was paid to 15,976 pension- 
ers, the total payment . the year being 
$1,122,307.81.

CHARGES ARE FILED 
AGAINST PAPER MILLS 


Washington, June 22. — Formal 
charges against print paper manufac- 


turers, frankly designed to force the 
federal trade commission to some ac- 
tion against them, were filed wi the 
commission today by Frank P. alsh, 
former chairman of the federal indus- 
trial relations commission. 

r. Walsh charges that news print 
manufacturers for many months have 
been using unfair methods of competi- 
tion in production and sale of print 
paper. e asks the commission to 
conduct a public hearing. 

The basis of the complaint is the 

commission's recent report. The manu- 
facturers are charged with having con- 
spired together to control the industry, 
increase the cost of paper by restrict- 
ing co tition and limiting produc- 
tion, and having divided the country 
into territories for the sale of their 
product. In addition, Mr. Walsh 
charges that the manufacturers have 
discriminated in prices and have vio- 
lated contracts made with the commis- 
sion to furnish paper at r found 
by the commission to be fair. 
Many false claims and allegations, 
Mr. Walsh charges, have been eb 
the manufacturers to obtain and re- 
tain control of the field. 

“The commission has ample power to 
stop this,” said a statement by Mr. 
Walsh. “They may enter an order com- 
manding these known offenders to de- 
sist. If the conspirators refuse, they 
may have peremptory orders from any 
or all circuit courts of appeal in the 
United States where the offenses are 
being committed, compelling compli- 
— with the demand of the commis- 
sion. 

“The present war rr makes 
it imperative that such orders be made 
immediately.”

Washington, June 22.—There will be 
no serious delay in construction of the 
16 cantonments for the national army. 
Secretary Baker said today, and all of 
the establishments probably will be 
ready about September 1, the tentat.ve 
date considered for summoning to the 
colors the first 625,000 men. 

Following the receipt of war regis- 
tration returns from Wyoming and 
Kentucky, the war department an- 
nounces the total enrollment as 9,649,- 
938 men. 

In addition to the regularly tabulated 
totals, 6,001 Indians of eligible age were 
enrolled. Making allowance for the 
600,000 or more men already in mili- 
tary or naval service, not required to 
register, the provost marshal general's 
office figured the census bureau esti- 
mate of 10,275,604 eligibles as ap- 
proximately correct. . 

The process of selecting the men, the 
secretary indicated, probably will be 
get in motion early in July. 

Regulations for the exemption and 
selection processes have been prepared 
and will be made public next week. 
President Wilson is understood to have 
approved the general scheme worked 
out by the war department to secure 
fair and unselfish application of the 
law through local officials. Minor 
modifications are being made but plans 
will be completed in a few days.

GOAL INVESTIGATION 
BY THE GOVERNMENT 


Steel, Copper and Other Basic 
Materials Will Also Be 
| Included. 


* 


Washington, June 22.—An exhaustive 
inquiry into production prices and 
transportation of coal. steel, copper and 
other basic materials of which govern- 
‘ment supervision may ‘be proposed dur- 
ing the war was decided upon today by 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee. Coal will be the first subject 
taken up next Tuesday. 

Chairman Newlands explained that 
as present legislation contemplates con- 
trol only of food, the committee will 
consider whether such control should ba 
extended to coal, iron, steel, their prod- 
ucts, and other raw materials, as well 
as their transportation. 

Senator Newlands in a statement re- 
Sereing the proposed investigation. 
said: 

“The abnormal conditions created by 
the war have. disturbed price levels 
which had hitherto been adjusted by 
competition. It had been demonstrated 
that competition was powerless to 
keep prices of the basic materials at 
the normal level. 

“In such condition it was necessary 
that there should be some government- 
al action covering all the basic mate- 
rials which constituted the very neces- 
saries of production. l 

Producers may rest assured that no 
action will be taken which would in- 
jure or impair their industries but only 
such action as would prevent abnormal 
prices arising from an abnormal de- 
mand.“ 

Senator Newlands referred to the 
danger of labor disputes and popular 
uprisings against high prices if the 
present condition of things continued. 

A meeting of coal producers from all 

arts of the country will be held here 

uesday under the auspices of the com- 
mittee on coal production of the Coun- 
cial of National Defense. The prob- 
lem of bringing about a decrease in 
coal prices to the consumer and means 
to be adopted for further facilitating 
large deliveries for military and naval 
use will be discussed. 

Under present worxing plans of the 
committee shipments of bituminous 
Saal increased 7,000,000 tons during 
May, as compared with May, 1916, fig- 
ures, and anthracite deliveries showed 
an advance of 1,300,000 tons. 

The coal situation was discussed 
briefly today by the cabinet. Secretary 
Wilson reported that operators, miners 
and railroads are co-operating in the 
best spirit and that a consequent in- 
crease in production and better han- 
dling of the mined coal to seaboard and 
other points is to be expected. 


GOVERNMENT AID ASKED 
FOR THE DIXIE HIGHWAY 


Cincinnati, Ohio, June 22.—(Special.) 
The Dixie highway executive council, 
at a meeting here today, planned te 
secure the completion of the Dixie 
highway from Chicago and Detroit to 
Miami, Fla., within the present year, 
by aid of the United States government 
war department, as a war measure. 

One hundred thousand dollars, it is 
staied, is yet necessary to build the 
connecting stretch of 7 miles in Laurel 
and Rockcastle counties, Kentucky, and 
this sum will be immediately demanded 
of Washington, D. C., officials. 

It is stated here that President W. 
G. Frost, of the Berea, Ky., College of 
Kentucky, will be asked to father the 
governmental war measure move in 
connection with A. L. Sanford, of Knox- 
ville, Tenn.; Royal Scott, of Toledo, 
Okio, and Fred Wessellmann and Dx. 
C. L. Bonifleld, of this city, nationally 
known motor club officials. 

The Kentucky counties named can- 
not afford to build the connecting link 
mentioned, including two big dridges. 

The ties represented here today 
were Knoxville and Mt. Vernon, Tenn.; 
Berea, Lexington, and Richmond, Ky.; 
Toledo, Lima, Dayton and Hamilton, 
Ohio.

Both Steel and Wooden, Wil- 
son Says—Dispute Over 
Steel Prices. 


Washington, June 22.—The contest 
between Chairman Denman, of the ship- 
ping board, and Major General Goe- 
thals, manager of the board’s emergency 
fleet corporation, for authority to ex- 
ercise powers granted by congress in 
providing a merchant fleet will be set- 
tled by Present Wileon giving Gen- 
eral Goethals the authority, with direc- 
tions that he build all the ships pos- 
sible, both steel and wood. 

General Goethals will .be authorized 
to commandeer immediately all ship- 
ping now building, speed up its con- 
struction and spend the $500,000,000 
appropriated by congress for ship- 
building. Chairman Denman will retain 


powers necessary for operating and 
chartering ships and as president of the 
fleet corporation will continue to pass 
finally on contracts for.construction. 

The power granted to the president 
to commandeer steel supplies probably 
will not be delegated to any one for 
the present. The government, it is 
said, hopes to arrive at some arrange- 
ment as to steel prices which will make 
it unnecessary to commandeer. 

The dispute over prices to be paid 
for steel took a new turn today when 
Chairman Denman asked the federal 
trade commission to investigate the 
costs of steel manufacture with a view 
to arriving at a fair price, and General 
Goethals requested the steel committee 
of the Council of National Defense to 
take the matter up. Mr. Denman has 
balked at paying more than $56 a ton 
for steel and refused to sign contracts 
made by General Goethals lling for 
steel at $95. 

The question of price was gone over 
by General Goethals today with mem- 
bers of the steel committees, most of 
whom are steel manufacturers and 
authorities on the product. 

r. Denman’s action in requestin 
the trade commission to determine stee 
manufacturing costs was explained to- 
night in a statement, saying the ship- 
ping board desired some established 
government agency to arrive at costs 
so that the individual consumer might 
be protected against a raise in prices 
which would come when the govern- 
ment went into the market for large 
quantities of steel at low prices. 

At the trade commission’s offices it 
was said that the steel investigation 
probably would be started immediately, 
and that cost facts developed probably 
would be used as a ‘basis for legisla- 
tion to be asked protecting individual 
consumers from high prices. The com- 
mission has no power to fix prices, 
either for the government or for an 
individual], but r it recommended 
probably would be adopted by the fleet 
n as a basis for bargaining 
with the steel plants. 

If the steel plants decline to sell at 
the trade commission figures, the gov- 
ernment, if it is determined to obtain 
steel at that price, can exercise the 
power to commandeer. The navy, now 
paying $65 a ton for steel, also has 
the power to commandeer under the 
national defense act. 

It is considered unlikely that the 
president at this time will grant either 
Mr. Denman or General Goethals pow- 
er to commandeer supplies for building 
the merchant fleet. Contracts will con- 
tinue to ibe signed with $56 as a ten- 
tative steel price. Some members of 
the shipping board, including Mr. Den- 
man, are for commandeering steel if 
the trade commiesion price is declined 
by the steel plants. General Goethals 
saw President Wilson today and later 
declined to make any statement. 
There have been rumors that a divi- 
sion of authority might be given as be- 
tween General Goethals and Chairman 
Denman, the general to build steel 
ships and. Mr. Denman to take charge 
of wooden ship construction, but to- 
night it seemed likely that the presi- 
dent's instructions to neral Goe- 
thals to build all the wooden vessels 
possible meant that while the general 
will have full authority in building he 
will carry out the ipping doard's 
wooden ship program.

“You'll have to move and give up 
your banner,” said one of the police- 
men to Miss Burns. 

“This is private property,” the auf- 
frage leader replied, “and you have no 
right to take it away.“ 

“Wouldn’t you rather give it up than 
be taken in?“ said one of the police 
matrons. 
We don’t intend to give ‘it up,” said 
Miss Burns. “You have no right to take 
it. Our position is logical and consti- 
tutional, and yours is illogical and un- 
constitutional.”’ a . 

The policemen then escorted the two 
women to an automobile and they were 
hurried to headquarters. 

The police detailed to keep the suf- 
fragists away from the white house 
today were without batons so that there 
might be no chance of injury if the 
crowd attempted to repeat its attacks 
of yesterday. 

At police headquarters the two ban- 
ner-bearers were informed that they 
had been arrested for blocking traffic 
and unlawful assemblage. They were 
released on their own recognizance and 
no date was set for trial. 

It developed that the suffragists took 
their banners out again today under 
advice of counsel, but that they had 
sprung a surprise on the police. In- 
stead of banners bearing inscriptions 
characterized as treasonable,“ and 
“offensive,” they bore banners inscrib- 
ed with phrases from some of President 
Wilson’s address to congress, referring 
to the dedication of America to the 
rights of democracy. 

he suffragists issued a statement 
insisting that Miss Burns and Miss 
Morey had acted in a peaceable man- 
ner and only stood on their rights as 
citizens “to advance their cause by 
means of reasonable argument.” 

“Surely,” the statement records Miss 
Burns as saying, “you consider the 
presidént’s own words a reasonable ar- 
gument,” and continued to argue that 
picketing is allowed by law. 

The banner which led to the arrests 
today carried this sentence from Presi- 
dent Wilson’s war message: 

„We will fight for the things we 
have always held nearest our hearts— 


who submit to authority to have a voice 
in their own government.” 

Leaders at suffrage headquarters 
were undecided after the arrest of Miss 
Burns and Miss Morey whether another 
effort would be made to display a ban- 
ner. 

The suffrage leaders said tonight that 
an attempt would be made again to- 
morrow to display banners at white 
house gates. Police orders to prevent 
gatherings of any sort in front of the 
white house, which led to the two ar- 
rests today, were unchanged tonight 
and unless police officials undergo a 
change of heart more arrests are 
bound to occur tomorrow. 


RAIL NET EARNINGS 
SHOW AN INCREASE 


Washington, June 22—Complete fig- 
ures of railway revenues and expenses 
for April, announced by the interstate 
commerce commission today, show an 
increase. of more than $500,000 in net 
earnings for 1917 over 1916, although 
the eastern roads failed to reach last 
April’s figures ‘by nearly $4,000,000. 

Southern carriers in April, 1916, 
earned $14,234,000; in April, 1917, $14,- 
989,000. Western roads showed an in- 
crease from $36,388,000 to $40,620,000. 

A new record for railway operating 
revenue was set during the first four 
months of this year, the total neing $1,- 
202,606,000. For the same perio in 
1916, the previous banner year in rail- 
road revenues, the figure was $1,095,- 
916,000. 

Operating expenses also set new high 
marks, however, increasing in similar 
period from $753,360,000 to $879,693,000.
